THE father who lost his wife and five 
children in the Barn Mead house fire 
has made an emotional plea for help to 
“understand the tragedy that has befall¬ 
en my beautiful family”. 

Speaking at a press conference called by 
police to outline the latest developmets in their 
investigations, Dr Abdul Shakoor said: “Allah 
has given me courage to face this tragedy with 
patience, and so many people from across the 


community have supported me with their love 
and words and comfort at this terrible time. 

“Today I am looking to the community once 
again for help in providing answers to the many 
questions that remain. I do not understand why 
my little children who were so happy and full of 
life, who had so much to live for, are no longer 
here. 

“I ask from my heart that anyone with infor¬ 
mation comes forward to help.” 


The blaze in the early hours of Monday, 
October 15 claimed the lives of Dr Shakoor’s 
wife, Sabah Usmani (44), and their children 
Hira (12), Sohaib (11), Rayyan (6), Muneeb (9) 
and Maheen (3). 

Police have now revealed the house was bur¬ 
gled on the night of the blaze. Detectives are 
trying to trace a laptop computer taken from the 
room in which it is believed the fire started.

12 staff at HWRA 

to lose their jobs 


STAFF at the town’s beleaguered 
Welfare Rights & Advice Service 
have been handed redundancy 
notices as Harlow Council presses 
ahead with the termination of its 
contract with the organisation. 

Twelve employeers at the not-for- 
profit service received official confir¬ 
mation their jobs were set to go on 
Friday, three weeks after the council 
announced it was pulling the plug on 
HWRA’s core source of funding because 
of unpaid debts. 

The authority has refused to agree to a 
phased repayment of the money owed by 
the organisation, believed to be in the 
region of £120,000. HWRA has blamed 
the debt on temporary cash-flow prob¬ 
lems and insists it would have been paid 


Polling day for police commissioner

VOTERS in Harlow go to the polls today (Thu¬ 
rsday) to elect the first Police and Crime 
Commissioner for Essex. 

The election will signal a major shake-up in 
the way the county is policed, with the success¬ 
ful candidate being handed ultimate responsibil¬ 
ity for setting priorities for Essex Police, over¬ 
seeing the budget and hiring the chief constable. 

A total of six candidates have put themselves 
forward for the role in Essex, with Conservative, 
Labour, UKIP and English Democrats hopefuls 
lining up alongside two independents in the bal¬ 


lot. The results should be known by tomorrow 
(Friday) afternoon, with the new commissioner 
assuming office on November 22. 

# Voters living in the Toddbrook ward will also 
be able to vote in a Harlow Council by-election 
triggered by the resignation of Labour councillor 
Bob Davis. 

Four candidates have put themselves in the 
ballot, with Labour hoping to see off challenges 
from the Conservatives, Liberal Democrats and 
UKIP to maintain their majority of seven on the 
authority.

back by the end of the year. 

This week the acting chairman of 
HWRA’s board of trustees Les Coben 
said he still remained hopeful of an 11th 
hour U-turn by the authority, despite the 
fact the council has told the Star it plans 
to put the contract out to tender as soon 
as possible. 

“An ounce of commonsense is still all 
that is needed, preferably mixed with a 
spoonful of integrity,” said Mr Coben. “I 
hope that, even at this late stage, the 
council can find those ingredients.” 

Although the authority provides a lit¬ 
tle over a quarter of the service’s total 
annual budget, much of the external 
funding streams are dependent on provi¬ 
sion of local authority funds. 

The council has taken independent 
legal advice on the situation and claims it 
has been forced to act to protect taxpay¬ 
ers’ money. 

But HWRA says thay by refusing to 
accept the terms of its proposed repay¬ 
ment plan, the council will plunge the 
service into insolvency - meaning the 
authority could struggle to recoup any of 
the money it is still owed. 

Mr Coben added: “Harlow residents 
have demonstrated their support for this 
service, which is needed more than ever. 

“Apart from anything else, if the coun¬ 
cil were to carry out a full cost-benefit 
exercise they would quickly see that their 
coffers will suffer if they go ahead with 
this.” 

But council leader Mark Wilkinson 
said: “I am very sorry that matters have 
reached this point but the council’s posi¬ 
tion has not changed. 

“The council will meet its responsibil¬ 
ities under the terminated contractual 
arrangements and will continue to 
respect the duty of confidentiality placed 
upon it. If HWRA goes into administra¬ 
tion, the normal route for creditors will 
apply. 

“The council has advertised alterna¬ 
tive service providers for those needing 
services and will shortly commence a 
new procurement process for a new con¬ 
tract.”

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Tragedy at Barn Mead 


Police ask for CCTV footage 
as fire probe continues t i

THE Barn Mead home gutted in a 
blaze which claimed the lives of six 
members of the same family may 
have been burgled before the fire 
started, police have revealed. 

Dr Sabah Usmani, daughters Hira 
(12) and Maheen (3) and sons Sohaib 
(11), Muneeb (9) and Rayyan (6) all 
died after flames tore through the end- 
of-terrace home in the early hours of 
Monday, October 15. 

Only Dr Usmani’s husband, Dr Abdul 
Shakoor, survived the fire after battling 
in vain to save his wife and children. 

Detectives now believe intruders 
broke in to the family’s home after they 
had gone to bed on the night of tragedy 
and stole a laptop from the living room 
- the area in which fire investigators 
say the blaze started. 

A laptop bag and power lead belong¬ 
ing to Dr Shakoor were discovered by 
two teenagers dumped in bushes in a 
cut-through between Whitewaits and St 
Michael’s Close on October 26 - more 
than a week after the tragedy. 

The youngsters were seen with the 
bag near garages in Whitewaits. They 
contacted officers on Thursday after¬ 
noon after police urged them to come 
forward and were able to show detec¬ 
tives exactly where they had found the 
abandoned bag. 

The area was cordoned off on Friday 
as forensics teams searched for further 
clues. 

Detectives this week appealed for 
any Whitewaits residents with home 
CCTV cameras to contact them as they 
believe someone could have footage of 
the laptop bag being dumped. 

They have made a similar plea to 
people living in Barn Mead as cameras 
there may have captured images of a 
group of four young men wanted for 
questioning after being spotted outside 
the Shakoors’ house around the time of 
the fire. 



Have you seen 
missing laptop? 

DETECTIVES believe Dr 
Shakoor's laptop computer was 
stolen from the living room of 
the house before the fire 
started. 

The black Toshiba Satellite 
laptop is still missing and police 
have urged anyone who has been 
offered a second-hand device 
matching its description to 
come forward. 

Dr Shakoor told police he 
remembered leaving the laptop 
in the living room before going 
to bed on the evening of the 
fire. 

Purchased in Saudi Arabia, it 
has a distinctive two-pin plug 
and can only be used with a UK 
power adapter.

They were all aged between 16 and 
19 and were wearing tracksuits and 
baseball caps. 

Two other teenagers on pushbikes 
were also seen near the scene of the 
tragedy at the same time. The first is 
described as 16-18 with ginger or light 
brown hair. He was wearing black jog¬ 
ging bottoms with stripes down the 
legs, a hip-length anorak style jacket 
with a hood and was riding a light- 
coloured bike. 


The second is aged 16-18 and was 
riding a black mountain bike. He was 
wearing a light grey top. 

The exact cause of the fire is still 
under investigation and police have 
refused to rule out the possibility it was 
a tragic accident. 

To date, fire investigators have been 
unable to find any trace of fuel or other 
accelerants that could have been used to 
start the blaze deliberately. They are 
also unable to confirm whether smoke 


alarms installed in the privately-rented 
property were in working order. 

Forensics teams are also still investi¬ 
gating a possible link between the fatal 
blaze and a fire-damaged Ford Focus 
found near the property. 

Assistant Chief Constable Gary 
Beautridge, head of the Kent and Essex 
Serious Crime Directorate, said the 
investigation was one of the most com¬ 
plex in the history of the force, but 
added that he remained convinced the

answers lay within the Harlow communi¬ 
ty. 

“This tragic incident is unprecedented 
in terms of its scale of loss and impact on 
the local community and our thoughts 
remain with Dr Shakoor at this difficult, 
and in his own words unimaginable, time 
in his life,” he said. 

“When we launched our investigation 
last month we predicted this would be a 
protracted and demanding inquiry but 
pledged that we would explore every 
avenue and search for the truth in spite of 
the challenges we would be presented 
with. 

“It remains one of the most complex 
cases the investigative team have ever 
dealt with but we remain steadfast in our 
approach and confident the answers to this 
inquiry lie within the local community. 

“The fire burned through the down¬ 
stairs of the house at a very high tempera¬ 
ture, destroying most of the contents,” he 
said. “It took paint off the radiator and the 
fire and water used to extinguish it has 
penetrated the plaster and taken it back to 
the brickwork. 

“Scientists have been sifting through 
the remains and have confirmed that to 
date there is no evidence of a flammable 
liquid being used. It is, however, impor¬ 
tant to emphasise that detailed forensic 
testing remains ongoing.”

THE distraught survivor of last 
month's devastating house fire has 
made an emotional appeal for 
witnesses as he struggles to come to 
terms with the tragedy that robbed 
him of his wife and five children. 
Struggling to fight back tears at a 
press conference on Thursday 
morning, Dr Abdul Shakoor pleaded for 
anyone with information that could 
assist the police investigation to come 
forward. 

"It is impossible for me to put into 
words what the loss of my wife and 
children means to me and the 
devastating effect it has had on all of 
my family," he said. 

"I cannot express the pain of losing 
my devoted wife Sabah and my 
beautiful children, Hira, Sohaib, 
Muneeb, Rayyan and Maheen. Maheen 
died in hospital just days before her 
fourth birthday. 

"In the space of just one night I have 
lost everything dearest to me. Any 
father, any mother, anyone who has 
family who they love, will understand 
the pain that I and all my family are 
suffering. 

"Allah has given me courage to face 
this tragedy with patience, and so 
many people from across the 
community have supported me with 
their love and words and comfort at 
this terrible time. 

"Today I am looking to the community 



once again for help in providing 
answers to the many guestions that 
remain. I do not understand why my 
little children - who were so happy 
and full of life, who had so much to 
live for - are no longer here. 

"I ask from my heart that anyone with 
information comes forward to help, so 
that I may understand the tragedy 
that has befallen my beautiful family. 


"Even a small piece of information 
may make a difference and, however 
difficult it may be, I ask anyone who 
knows what happened to do the right 
thing, to come forward and to talk to 
the police. 

"I am again thankful to all the 
community, the emergency services 
and all institutions for their great 
support at this difficult time.”

Senior detective convinced the 
answers lie 'in the community' 


THE senior detective spearheading the 
investigation into the tragedy said he is 
convinced the answers to what hap¬ 
pened on the night of the fire lie with¬ 
in the local community. 

Speaking to the Star on Thursday, 
Detective Superintendent Rob Vinson 
urged anyone with information relating 
to the events leading up to the blaze on 
October 15 to come forward. 

“A young family and their mother 
have died in unbelievably tragic cir¬ 


cumstances and we are confident the 
answers lie within the Harlow commu¬ 
nity,” he said. 

“I believe that someone in the town 
knows more about what happened that 
night and I would urge them to come 
forward and help the investigative team 
try to piece together the events leading 
up to the fire. 

“Recent developments have moved 
the investigation forward in a number 
of directions and we now believe that 
there was a burglary at the 
house before the fire started in 
which items were taken from 
the house. 

“We have recovered a laptop 
bag belonging to Dr Shakoor 
and there is a strong belief that 
the laptop would have been 
taken with it. 

“If anyone has been offered 
this laptop we want to hear 
from them.” 

DS Vinson said the ferocity 
of the blaze - which reached 
temperatures of up to 1,000 
degrees - had hampered foren¬ 
sic investigations of the scene 
and may have destroyed crucial 
evidence. 

“There is no doubt that 
forensic work has been made 
more challenging by the scale 
of the fire,” he said. 

“Scientists have been sifting 
through the remains and have 
confirmed that to date there is 
no evidence of a flammable liq¬ 
uid being used, but it’s impor¬ 
tant to emphasise that detailed 
forensic testing remains ongo¬ 
ing.” 

He said smoke alarms inst¬ 
alled inside the privately-rented

end-of-terrace home were cur¬ 
rently being tested as there was 
no indication they had been 
triggered by the fire. 

“They are in for testing at the 
moment but there is no indica¬ 
tion the smoke alarms went off. 

“This is why these things 
take time and why we bring in 
forensic scientists to work with 
fire investigators.” 

He added: “This is a terrible 
tragedy that has touched the 
lives of everybody living in the 
area. 

“I just really want to reiterate 
our appeal for anyone with any 
information about the events 
leading up to this fire to contact 
us. Someone, somewhere must 
know something more.”

TRIBUTES have been paid to 
one of Harlow’s most 
inspirational music teachers, 
who has died at the age of 80. 
Cumbrian-born Bramwell 
Andrews Taylor first came to 
the town in 1964 after being 
offered the job of head of 
music at the former 
Netteswell Comprehensive 
School. 

It was a post he was to hold 
for the next 20 years, during 
which time he set up the 
Netteswell Youth Band which 
won international acclaim 


through numerous foreign 
tours and competition wins. 
When the school closed in 
1984 Mr Taylor became a 
freelance musician, continuing 
to conduct Netteswell band 
and teach independently. 

Band colleague John G. Smith, 
a former head of music at 
Mark Hall School, said Mr 
Taylor had been an inspiration 
to many. 

“His charisma, musical talents 
and generous spirit were such 
that he was able to gain and 
retain the loyalty of both 


adults and young people in his 
ambitious projects,” said Mr 
Smith. 

“Although the Netteswell Band 
is no more, many of his pupils 
continue to play and his work 
lives on.” 

Mr Taylor is survived by his 
wife, Cissie, daughter and 
son-in-law Linda and Hans 
Nickel and granddaughter 
Fauve. 

His funeral took place at 
Potter Street Baptist Church, 
where he was a regular 
worshipper, on Friday.

Halfon: Why I 
didn't support 
fuel tax rebels 


HARLOW MP Robert Halfon 
this week defended his decision 
to vote with the Government 
and defeat a Labour attempt to 
scrap a 3p rise in fuel duty. 

The Tory backbencher, who has 
spearheaded a high-profile campaign 
to drive down the spiralling costs of 
fuel on UK forecourts, refused to 
back the opposition’s demand for a 
freeze during a debate in the House 
of Commons on Monday 

He told MPs he would not rebel 
as he believed the Government was 
in “listening mode” ahead of Chan¬ 
cellor George Osborne’s autumn 
statement next month. 

“I believe it is perfectly sensible 
and right to wait for the autumn 
statement, given the Government’s 
record, given that they cut fuel duty 
last year and given that they have 
stopped two fuel duty rises,” he said 
in the Commons. 

“I have had discussions with vari¬ 
ous people and it is my view that the 
Government is in strong listening 
mode. If I didn’t believe that I would 
make a point and go in to the lobby 
with Labour.”

Labour’s call to delay the tax hike, 
which would not have been binding 
if successful, was eventually defeat¬ 
ed by 282 votes to 234 after Treasury 
economic secretary Sajid Javid man¬ 
aged to avert a potential backbench 
rebellion by hinting that ministers 
could yet defer January’s planned 
increase. 

He said the Government under¬ 
stood the pressures facing hard-up 
households and was determined to 
help with the cost of living. 

Speaking to the Star the morning 
after the vote, Mr Halfon said he had 
every faith the Government would 
stick to its pledge in next month’s 
autumn statement - and insisted he 
would vote against any plans that 
would hit motorists in the pocket. 

“There wasn’t a cat in hell’s 
chance of me backing Labour on 
Monday,” he said. “They were the 
ones who in 2010 voted for an 
increase in fuel duty and then the fol¬ 
lowing year opposed the Govern¬ 


ment’s plans to cut duty by lp.” 

“As Star readers will know, I have 
campaigned vigorously for a fairer 
deal for Britain’s motorists. I am con¬ 
fident that the Government has lis¬ 
tened and that the need to protect 
hard-pressed households from 
increasing costs will be reflected in 
the autumn statement. 

“If it isn’t, I will be voting against 
the Government when it really mat¬ 
ters.” 

But Suzy Stride, Labour’s parlia¬ 
mentary hopeful for Harlow, accused 
Mr Halfon of missing a “golden 
opportunity” to stand up for hard¬ 
working families and motorists in the 
town. 

“He voted against a motion which 
called for Osborne to cancel the fuel 
duty rise till next April and he also 
voted in 2011 for the VAT rise that 
increased the price of petrol at the 
pump. 

“The people of Harlow know that 
Halfon and his Government have 
now been in for two years yet they 
have failed to make the right deci¬ 
sions on the economy. Monday night 
was just another example of that.”

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Taxpayers will foot the 
bill for closure of HWRA 


SIR, I feel I must respond to the 
comments made by county councillor Guy 
Mitchinson, who states that Harlow 
Welfare Rights & Advice has been on 
borrowed time for more years than he can 
remember and politicians of all parties 
have expressed concern on how the 
organisation was being run ( Letters , 
October 25). 

For a man who, to my knowledge, in all 
the years he has been a councillor has 
never once stepped inside the offices of 
HWRA to find out what they do or speak 
to the staff, I must ask where his 
knowledge comes from? 

Let me remind him that when his political 
party came to power in Harlow in 2006 
they cut the funding of HWRA by 76 per 
cent. Since then the majority of our 
funding has bcome from outside sources 
and Lottery grants. 

He also said that HWRA is not the best 
vehicle to deliver advice on welfare rights 
and benefits. If that is the case, then why 
does HWRA have so many referrals from 
the Citizens Advice Bureau, who often do 
not have the expertise to deal with 
complex cases? 

If the service is terminated by Harlow 
Council it will not only cost a very large 
amount of taxpayers’ money but will mean 
many residents will find they will not get 
proper help if they find themselves in 
financial difficulties.

Decision was made 
with too much haste 

SIR, I strongly disagree with Cllr 
Tony Hall’s assertion that the cost of 
Harlow Welfare Rights & Advice 
Service was never sustainable 
{Letters, October 31). 

I don’t know how long he has been a 
councillor or Harlow council 
taxpayer, but he appears to be very 
ill-informed on this matter. 
Considering the Advice Centre was 
protecting Harlow people from the 
very cuts to disability, housing and 
other benefits that are being brought 
in by his Conservative government at 
Westminster, I would have expected 
him to be better informed. 

As well as recouping money from 
Westminster, HWRA has also 
protected Harlow people from unfair 
dismissal at work, illegal low pay, 
and, historically for many years, 
from retailers who disregarded the 
law on the sale of goods. It has given 
debt counselling that has resulted in 
money being retained in the local 
economy. 

For decades the dedicated staff have 
worked long hours in the support of 
the poorest, the most desperate and 
the neediest people of Harlow and all 
who have been unfairly treated. All 
of the money that they have recouped 
for the people of Harlow was 
rightfully theirs under laws enacted 
by our democratic system. 

Over the years this money must have 
amounted to hundreds of thousands 
of pounds, more than the cost of the 
Advice Centre and this money has 
then been spent locally. In contrast, I 
believe the salary of the chief 
executive of Harlow Council is about 
the same amount as the total annual 
amount it paid to HWRA.

I truly hope 
that it is not too late for a full 
meeting of councillors to reverse 
this decision and to reinstate the 
staff and service that has done so 
much for the people of Harlow. 

I would be very happy to hear from 
anyone in Harlow who has been 
helped by this wonderful service 
over the years and who would be 
willing to campaign in support of 
the Advice Centre and its present 
staff. 

I also feel it may be time to set up a 
fighting fund with the aim of 
reinstating the service and its 
present, hard working staff.

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Peer faces no further action over expenses 


NO further action will be taken 
against former Essex County 
Council leader Lord Hanning- 
field following a second inves¬ 
tigation into alleged expenses 
fraud. 

The disgraced peer served 
nine weeks of a nine-month 
jail sentence after being con¬ 
victed of falsely claiming 
£28,000 in Parliamentary 
expenses last year. 

Following his release, police 
launched a second investiga¬ 
tion into claims he made while 
leader of the couty council. 

But on Tuesday City of 


London Police said Lord 
Hanningfield, who real name 
is Paul White, had been 
released from police bail. 

A spokesman said: “Alle¬ 
gations of unauthorised expen¬ 
diture against a 71-year-old 
man from Essex, originally 
made to Essex Police by Essex 
County Council, have been 
fully investigated by the City 
of London Police economic 
crime directorate, after being 
referred to them in December 
2011 . 

“Following a full review of 
the evidence obtained from 


this investigation and consulta¬ 
tion with the CPS, a decision 
has been made to take no fur¬ 
ther action regarding these 
allegations as there is insuffi¬ 
cient evidence to justify any 
criminal charges in this case.” 

Lord Hanningfield said he 
was “relieved”, adding: “My 
heart sinks to think of the hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of pounds 
the council has spent on this 
exercise through the hiring of 
expensive lawyers and the time 
and energy that could have

Abandoned cat 
saves her 
six kittensc^

A CAT rescue home is looking 
after a group of six kittens 
and their mother after they 
were dumped in bushes out¬ 
side a vets’ practice in Harlow. 

The brood are being cared for 
by staff and volunteers at the 
Chestnut Cat Sanctuary after they 
were found inside a taped-up card¬ 
board box in Wych Elm by local 
resident David Bryant. 

Mr Bryant, who works for Kier 
Harlow, discovered the box after 
hearing the kittens’ cries as he was 
on his way into town last Tuesday 
morning. 

“I start work quite early and as I 
was walking past the vets towards 
town I could hear cats screaming,” 
said Mr Bryant, of Staple Tye. 

“When I had a look under the 
bushes outside the vets I found a 
box, which had been taped up.” 

When he first looked inside he 
could only see the mother cat who, 
in an attempt to protect her litter 
on the bitterly cold November 
morning, had been keeping the six 
kittens warm by lying on top of 
them. 

“I saw that the vet only opened 
at 9am and it was 6am,” he contin¬ 
ued. “I couldn’t leave the cat out 
there for three hours so I took her 
with me. 

“It was only when I got to the 


Kier depot that I noticed the kit¬ 
tens.” 

The cats were later taken to 
Chestnut Cat Sanctuary at Thorn- 
wood Common, where volunteer 
Anne King said they were recover¬ 
ing well after their ordeal. 

“The mum and babies are fine,” 
she told the Star. “The box they 
were found in was covered in frost 
so I don’t know how long they’d 
been there. They were lucky to sur¬ 
vive.” 

She added: “People are either 
too ignorant or too lazy to neuter 
their cats. Shelters are full and 
cannot take on many more. If the 
owners had called they would have 
probably been turned down.” 


The cats will remain together 
until the kittens are old enough to 
be rehomed. Mr Bryant has off¬ 
ered to adopt the mother himself 
when she is ready to be separated 
from her litter. 

He said: “I’m a firm believer in 
protecting your kids no matter 
what and that was what this moth¬ 
er did by keeping her babies warm. 
I think she deserves a good home 
for that.” 

All cats adopted from the 
Chestnut Cat Sanctuary are neut¬ 
ered to prevent unwanted litters. 
Kittens are usually too young to be 
neutered but a voucher is given to 
the owners to pay for the operation 
when the cat is old enough. 


Campaign to recruit more short break carers 


A CAMPAIGN to recruit 
volunteers who can offer 
short breaks for children 
with physical or learning 
disabilities has been 
launched by Essex Coun¬ 
cil Council.. 

It wants to find people 
willing to provide regular 
overnight breaks or day 
care- after school, at week¬ 
ends or during the school 
holidays - for disabled 
youngsters aged up to 18. 

The breaks allow parents 


time to recharge their bat¬ 
teries or focus their atten¬ 
tion on other children in 
the family while their child 
makes new friendships and 
enjoys activities outside of 
the family circle. 

Short break carers can 
be working, unemployed or 
retired, single or with a 
partner and in good health. 

No specific qualifica¬ 
tions are necessary 
although they must be will¬ 
ing to undertake training 


and will be be required to 
complete an assessment 
will include safeguarding 
checks. 

Once approved, they will 
be matched with a child. In 
cases where the child needs 
assistance with personal 
care or medication, advice 
and training will be provid¬ 
ed. 

All carers receive an 
hourly or overnight fee. 

Clfr Ray Gooding, the 
county council’s cabinet 


member for children’s ser¬ 
vices, said: “If you could 
provide a positive and 
enjoyable experience for a 
disabled child and are reli¬ 
able, flexible and patient, 
joining our network of 
short break carers could be 
the ideal way for you to 
make a difference.”

I T was described as the 
“j oiliest game for old or 
young” - and this 
wonderful photograph of 
members of the Mark Hall & 
Netteswell Community 
Association playing ‘flip the 
kipper’ back in the early 1950s 
would certainly seem proof of 
that. 

The picture, which was brought in 
by Alain Fournier, left us scratching 
our heads as to what the aim of the 
game was. But we knew it wouldn’t 
be long before one of our many 
Nostalgia readers got in touch to 
enlighten us. 

Step forward Joan Lawrence (82), 
of Orchard Croft, who dropped into 
the Star office on Friday to tell all. 
Joan, who is pictured in the centre 
of the photo standing behind her 
late first husband, champion kipper 
flipper Harry Tuson, said the game

was a popular favourite of the group 
in the 1950s and was regularly 
played in the common room at 
Moot House in The Stow. 

“It was a really fun game, not just 
for the participants but for the 
spectators, too,” she said. 

“Basically, each person taking part 
was given a wooden paddle which 
they would then have to use to flip a 
cellophane or paper ‘kipper’ across 
the room. 

“The first person to get their kipper 
to the other side of the hall was 
declared the winner, but it wasn’t 
quite as straightforward as it sounds. 
Because it was made of paper or 
cellophane, it would naturally fly all 
over the place - sometimes even 
backwards! 

“It was always lots of fun, as you 


can tell by the photograph.” 

Joan said she used to regularly 
attend social events at Moot House 
and even volunteered there as one 
half of catering duo Salmon & 
Shrimp. 

“We used to lay on the spreads for 
Christmas parties and other 
community events up there. It was a 
wonderful time,” she recalled. “It 
was such a happy place, always full 
of life and laughter. 

“One night you could be playing 
flip the kipper, and the next you 
could go square dancing. There was 
always something going on back 
then.”

TJEADERS’ 
-I\jecollections of Moot 
House capture the lighter 
side of the building’s post¬ 
war history, but it wasn’t 
all fun and games at the 
community centre. 

For the Grade II listed 
building was also the 
original home to Harlow’s 
Citizens Advice Bureau, 
where the rather more 
serious business of 
protecting the welfare and 
rights of the town’s first 
residents was carried out 
from 1956. 

Indeed, ever-increasing 
demand for its services 
soon forced it to seek 
larger premises as its 
operations expanded, 
moving just two years later 
to new offices in Adams 


House. 

The CAB remained there 
for the next 20 years until, 
in 1978, Harlow Council 
decided it would be logical 


to centralise all the advice 
services located within the 
town into one building. 

As a result, the bureau 
moved into new offices 


within the Advice Centre 
in West Square, where it 
operated side-by-side with 
Harlow Welfare Rights & 
Advice Service and 
Consumer Advice 
organisations until April 
last year. 

By this time the CAB had 
again outgrown its existing 
operation and opted to 
move to much larger 
premises due to increased 
demand. 

It eventually settled on its 
current location in the 
former Lloyds Bank 
building in West Gate, an 
unintentional but 
appropriate reflection on 
the bureau’s continuing 
commitment to investing 
in Harlow’s future and its 
citizens.

AN elephant called Koshik 
has astounded scientists 
by learning to speak 
Korean. 

Researchers report that 
Koshik is able to imitate 
human speech and can 
now say five words in 
Korean. 

He places the tip of his 
trunk into his mouth to 
transform his natural low 
rumble into a convincing 
impression of a human 
voice. 

It means scientists have 
now added elephants to a 
growing list of animals 
able to mimic human 
speech, joining parrots, 
mynah birds and even 
beluga whales. 

Dr Angela Stoeger, from 
the University of Vienna, 
said she first heard about 
Koshik's amazing abilities 
when videos of the 
elephant were posted on 
YouTube. 


After making contact with 
his owners, she went to his 
home at the Everland Zoo 
in South Korea to study 
his unusual talent. 

"We asked native Korean 
speakers who had never 
experienced the elephant 
before to write down what 
they understood when we 
played back recordings 
from Koshik," she told 
reporters. 

"They found that his calls 
correlated to five Korean 
words: 'annyeong' (hello), 
'anja' (sit down), 'aniya' 
(no), ‘nuwo 1 (lie down) and 
'choah' (good)." 

But while Koshik certainly 
sounds convincing, the 
researchers do not believe 
he understands the 
meaning of the words he 
mimics. 

Instead, they think the 
elephant took up talking as 
a way to bond with his 
human companions.

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Our way to right 
the EU's wrongs 



WE seem to be living in a strange 
world when alleged extremists like 
Abu Qatada, who has been described 
as Osama Bin Laden’s right hand 
man, are allowed to make a mockery 
of the British justice system. 

It seems incredible that this man 
can’t be simply chucked out of the 
country. 

This is not something that has 
happened just recently, but slowly 
over the past 10 years. One judge 
after another has seemed to prefer the 
so-called human rights of Abu 
Qatada - a man who is under 
worldwide embargo by the United 
Nations Security Council - rather 
than the rights of all the victims of 
terror and extremism. 

The reason for this is clear. Sadly, the 
last government incorporated the 
European Convention of Human 
Rights into British law. This has 
made it almost impossible to deal 
with these people properly. 

Nobody in Harlow that I meet is 
against human rights, but these rules 
were never intended to help 
extremists or to make Britain the 
laughing stock of the world. 

The Prime Minister has now said he 
wants a proper British Bill of Rights 
instead of the complicated EU laws, 
but at the moment Conservatives do 
not have a majority of MPs in 
Parliament. The Liberal Democrats 
and the Labour Party do not support 
our plans so we cannot yet get them 


through. 

I have now come to the conclusion 
that Britain must withdraw from 
these complex EU rules. We have to 
regain control over who is in this 
country. 

In a democracy it should be the 
British people who should decide, for 
example, whether prisoners get the 
vote, not elected judges in Europe. 
Enough is enough. 

Vote for police chiefs 

A REMARKABLE thing is 
happening today in England. For 
the first time people will be voting 
to elect police commissioners. 

This is a Conservative-led reform, 
which I support. It will give 
Harlow residents a strong say over 


the kind of policing that they want 
to see in their neighbourhoods.

They need to cover a huge array of 
tasks, from rental fleet vehicles to crew 
buses, ice cream vans to site workhorses 
and airport taxis. In short, the Transit 
needs to be able to do almost anything. 

A few years ago Ford realised that 
trying to do all that from one platform 
was just too big an ask and now the 
Transit is a family of models that 
encompasses everything from a 
lightweight Transit Connect city van 
right up to a hefty tipper truck. 

The bedrock of the Transit range, and 
still the definitive model today, is what’s 
now called the Transit Custom to 
differentiate it in the minds of buyers. 
Whether you choose your Transit 
Custom with long or short wheelbase, as 
a standard van, double cab or Kombi 
minibus or in whichever payload or trim 
level, it’ll come with a 2.2-litre TDCi 
diesel engine up-front. 

There’s a choice of output though, 
ranging from an entry-level 100PS unit, 
through a 125PS mid-ranger and on to 
the 155PS flagship motor if your 
hauling needs are heavier. 

Whichever of these you choose, sales 
statistics suggest the bodystyle variant 
you’re most likely to want to match it to 
is the short wheelbase, low roof model, 





a version that should feel even more car- 
like to drive than its larger 
contemporaries. And Ford’s engineers 
have certainly gone to great lengths to 
make this Transit feel more car-like at 
the wheel than ever before. 

Tuning of the suspension components 
and steering system has resulted in 
significantly improved ride comfort, 
along with the required more precise 
and agile handling. Like the current 
Ford Focus, the Transit Custom also 
features the latest Electronic Stability 
Program technology with Torque 
Vectoring Control for better traction and 
stability. 

One of the key criteria when developing 
the Transit Custom was to make it a 
good deal more upmarket to look at. In 


short, Ford wanted to launch a vehicle 
that people wouldn’t feel ashamed to 
have sitting outside their house or on 
their driveways. 

This Custom is certainly a good deal 
less blocky in its styling than old-school 
Transits, with a definite hint of Ford’s 
trendy Kinetic design, especially around 
the front end. That big trapezoidal grille 
and the swept back lights aren’t that 
different to the styling you'd see on a 
Focus or a Mondeo, something further 
emphasised by the pronounced shoulder 
line and the neatly sculpted 
wheelarches. 

Get inside and you’ll find well-sculpted 
front seats and a dashboard that 
wouldn’t look out of place in a family 
car with a colour display panel on the 
dashtop, nice use of metallic finishes, 
wheel-mounted audio controls and a 
centre console that's clearly had some 
styling love lavished on it. 

A van can have all the bells and whistles 
but be dead in the water if the numbers 
don’t add up when it comes to running 
costs. 

In this case, at first glance the 
mathematics appear to add up. The 
Transit Custom hasn’t overreached itself 
on price and low running costs start 
with the excellent fuel economy 
delivered by the improved version of 
Ford’s 2.2-litre Duratorq TDCi diesel 
engine. 

Fitted with Auto-Start-Stop as standard 
on all Stage V vehicles, you’ll see a 


combined fuel consumption figure of 
42.8mpg, with emissions rated at 
174g/km, which is a meaningful 
reduction of around eight per cent 
compared to the previous Transit. 

Other factors that drive down overall 
cost-of-ownership are minimised 
maintenance and repair times, a 12-year 
anti-perforation warranty and the 
longest service intervals in the class at 
two-years/50,000 km/30,000 miles. 
During the development process, Ford 
designers and engineers gave maximum 
priority to combining the largest 
possible load box within the Transit 
Custom’s stylised shape. Particular 
attention was given to the detailed 
design of the bulkhead and body sides 
to optimise the size and practicality of 
the load space. 

The result is that the Transit Custom 
offers best-in-class load volume of 6.0 
cubic metres in the short wheelbase 
model and 6.8 cubic metres in the long 
wheelbase version . . . and that’s just for 
starters. There’s class-leading width 
between the wheel arches of 1390mm 
and an unparalleled opening height and 
width of the sliding side doors that can 
easily accommodate 8ft x 4ft boards, 
vertically or flat. 

Other clever features available include a 
load-through hatch in the bulkhead 
which enables loads up to three metres 
in length to be safely carried inside a 
SWB Transit. An integrated roof rack 
system folds down when not required. 


reducing wind drag, plus there are 
lockable check arms on the rear cargo 
doors that enable you to lock them in 
place at 90 degrees open, even on the 
windiest days. 

Repositioned tie-down hooks and fixing 
points are located on the body sides to 
keep the floor clear of intrusions, and 
there’s an easy-clean load floor liner and 
ultra-bright LED load space lighting. 

So is the Transit Custom the best mid¬ 
sized van you can buy? There’s certainly 
no shortage of contenders for that 
accolade in a class characterised by 
strong competitors like Volkswagen’s 
Transporter, Mercedes’ Vito and 
VauxhalTs Vivaro. 

The International Van of the Year jury 
though, had no doubt on the matter, 
pronouncing this Ford as its 2012 
winner by an enormous margin. Their 
consensus was that this LCV had 
managed to set new standards in styling, 
driveability and load-carrying 
practicality. 

They also praised its car-like feel, its 
safety and its low running costs. In 
short, they liked it very much indeed. 
Before this Ford came along, buying a 
van in this segment meant a balance of 
compromise between capacity, 
driveability and value. At the wheel of a 
Transit Custom, the need for such 
compromise vanishes. 

It’s now the go-to choice in its sector.
